In response to the Office Action dated September 24, 2008, including a Restriction 
Requirement as set forth at page 2, Applicant elects Group III, claims 19-21 for examination. 
This election is made without traverse. 

It is noted that at page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 1 - 9 
and 15 - 25 are generic. 

The Examiner has identified the application as containing claims directed to more than 
one species, and has required to elect a single disclosed species of the fiber-forming organic 
polymer used.
